ABUT OFFICERS KICKING. 


They Don't Like the Idea of Appointing 


Civilians. 


WASHINGTON, September 24th.—Secre- 


tary Proctor is hearing a good deil of talk 
just at present. It comes largely from 
army officers who are candidates for the 
vacant Brigadier Generalship 
resulting 


from the coming vaocneiesin staff positions. 
But two officials will be retired, but there 
are a host of applications. 
Tbe icigoing 


officers are Colonel Amos B;cl>with, of tbe 
Subsistence 
Department, ai;<3 
Captain 


Charles H. Hoyt, of tbe Quartermaster'^ 
Department, the former retiring on Octo- 
ber 4th, aod the latter on September 30th. 
Besides these, there u also ai.other vacancy 
tbat has been left unfilled since tho retire- 
ment of WiHinm W. Bares, of the Subsis- 
tence Department, on September 1st, be- 
cause it was then thought b^st to wait and 
ill all three at once. 


These retirements necessitate the ap- 


pointment of two Commissioners of Sub- 
sistence witn the rank of. Captain and one 
Assistant Qaarterni.ister with the same 
rank. It is ordinarily soppoecd that such 
vacancies shall be filled by the promotion 
'rom the line of the army, and of course 
service men declare that they shall be 
no 


illed. Bat the behef ii growing that Sec- 
etary Proctor and (I'd President intend to 
nke advantage of tbe law passed during 
Arthur's Administration, which provided 
bat snob appointment;) might bo made 
rom civil life. The h\v was passed by 
Congress without much opposition, and in 
act with but little notice. Soon after its 
>assage President Arthur appointed Henry 
f. Hamsworth, a brother-in-Uw, to be n 
aptain in tho Qiiutcraiaster'd Depart- 


ment, President Cleveland, however, re- 
ased to use his opportunity in this direc- 
ion, and insisted on filling all vacancies in 
hese departments from tho army, arguing 
hat, iu his opinion, appointments should 


>e mado by promotion with regards for 
lervice iu the army. 


It is now said that the law is to be re- 


vived, and officers aro feeling pretty blue 
over the prospect. Staff appointments are 
egarded as capital prizas by them, and if 
he appointing .powers should decide to 
widen the field of outside p&tronage by 
availing themselves of the old law, of course 
hs chances of promotion beyond the slow 
outmo of Una retirements and death will 
)8 materially lessened.
